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Local Restaurant Gutted by Fire

A fire at Samuel's Restaurant, lo- 
cated at 12224 Huron River Drive, has 
resulted in "a total loss of property and 
contents," according to Romulus Fire 
Department spokesperson Jill Martin. 

The incident was first reported to 
the Fire Department at 1:10 a.m. on 
Sunday, September 2, when a passing 
motorist saw smoke coming from the 
building. By 1:15 a.m., firefighters had 
already begun to arrive at the scene. 
Because the blaze proved to be a big 
one, personnel from all four of the City’s 
fire stations were called on to provide 
adequate manpower. 

Although the property damage was 
extensive, no one was injured. Firefight- 
ers found the building empty of people 
when they arrived. 

The cause of the fire has not yet 
been determined, but a joint investiga- 
tion by the Arson Task Force and the 
Romulus Police Department is still un- 
derway. Detective Dwayne DeCaires,

tion, says that investigators will use a 
number of resources — including dogs 
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recent fire at Samuel's Restaurant — formerly Daly's Drive-in — has

specially trained to sniff out accelerants 


— to determine whether or not the fire 
was accidental. 

The burning of Samuel's evoked an 
emotional response from many in the 
community. Before it was purchased 
and renamed by Nassib Hadwan in 
February of this year, the restaurant 
was known firstas Barhops (acombina- 





tion of the names of original owners 
Bruce Barden and Ron Hopson) from 
1958 to 1971, then Daly's Drive-in. The 
local landmark served as a popular 
"hangout" for generations of Romulus 
residents, and will be sorely missed.

Court Upholds EDS Permit; Appeai May Follow

Although a local court has turned 
down the latest challenge to a hazard- 
waste injection-well facility planned for 
Romulus, anti-well activists are plan- 
ning yet another appeal. 
On August 24, Wayne County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Amy P. Hathaway ruled 
that the Michigan Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality (DEQ) acted lawfully 
when, on February 22, itissued a permit 
to Environmental Disposal Systems 
(EDS) forthe construction and operation 
of a hazardous-waste treatment, stor- 
age, anddisposal facility on Citrin Drive. 
The challenge to the permit — filed 
jointly by the City of Romulus, the City of 
Taylor, and Wayne County —was based 
on a number of issues, including the 
inter-local group's belief that: 
¢« the DEQ did not follow proper ad- 
ministrative procedures in making 
its decision, and 

¢ the decision should have been more 
strongly influenced by factors such 
as "need" for the facility, as-well as 
an earlier Site Review Board (SRB) 
recommendation against approval 
of the permit. 


But Judge Hathaway disagreed on 
every point. Addressing the assertion 
that the DEQ's decision was unlawful 
because it was based on administrative 
rules that had not been promulgated, 
she stated, "An administrative agency 
is notrequiredto promulgate rules every 
time it outlines a general strategy. . . . If 
an action taken by an agency is autho- 
rized by statute there is no need to 
promulgate a rule merely to duplicate 
the statute." 

She also cited a ruling from another 
case, which stated, in part, "Agencies 
must be free to issue opinions, advice, 
and interpretations of statutes and rules 
they apply. To require that all such pro- 
nouncements be made through the 
Administrative Procedure Act rule- 
making procedure would unduly restrain 
agencies attempting to protect the pub- 
lic and to assist those whom they 
regulate." 

On the issue of need, after com- 
menting that she was "satisfied that the 
proposed Citron [sic] Well is unique to 
Michigan and is advanced in its pro- 
cessing and disposing of liquid waste,” 
Hathaway added that, regardless, “the 


issue of State needs . . . is not a Statu- 
tory requirement for each application 
and permit." 

Finally, addressing the idea that 
DEQ Director Russell Harding should 
have followed the SRB's recommenda- 
tion to deny the EDS permit, Hathaway 
stated, “Upon receipt of the SRB's rec- 
ommendation, the MDEQ considered 
each reason given . . . [It] agreed with 
several of the SRB's concerns... and 
incorporated several special conditions 
into the construction permit to adequate- 
ly address these issues. ... The MDEQ 
also considered, but rejected several 
other of the SRB's reasons ... conclua- 
ing that there was no support for such 
reasons in the administrative record. 

"After alleviating all of the SRB's 
legitimate concerns by amending the 
construction permit, the MDEQ issued 
(the permit].” 

Besides, Hathaway noted, “SRB 
recommendations are recommenda- 
tions, not administrative agency deci- 
sions...” 

Both the DEQ and EDS expressed 
their satisfaction with the ruling.

House Bill 4626 Makes Mockery of Ideals 
Regarding Common Sense, Fair Play

lf the operation of a particular com- 
pany poses a serious risk to the finan- 
cial and environmental well-being of its 
home city, there's nothing wrong with 
asking that company to pay an extra fee 
to compensate forthe risk...as long as 
youcharge other risk-posers ina similar 
manner. 

That's what's wrong with House Bill 
4626: a hazardous-waste bill that was 
recently amended to include a munici- 
pal impact fee for multisource commer- 
cial hazardous-waste disposal wells. 

It's no coincidence that one of the 
amendment's co-sponsors was State 
Representative Raymond E. Basham, 
who has tried every way possible to 
oppose the politically unpopular siting 
of Environmental Disposal Systems’ 
deep-injection well in Romulus. If you 
listen to Basham and his buddies, you'll 
hear hair-raising tales about: 

e EDS's plans to pollute our commu- 
nity with "the mosthazardous wastes 
known to man’; 

e the enormous financial strain — to 
the tune of close to $1,000,000 a 
year —that Romulus willhave to bear 


in order to prepare itself for potential 


accidents connected with EDS; and 

e the company's callous disregard for 
the terrible financial burden it will 
create. 
Like most fairy tales, these stories 
are entertaining, but not very true-to- 
life. In reality: 
¢ EDS will be prohibited from accept- 
ing radioactive, explosive, or flam- 
mable waste of any kind, as well as 
medical wastes, regulated pesti- 
cides/herbicides, or regulated PCBs. 
In fact, most of the wastewaters it 
will handle will be about 90% water. 

¢ Compared to at least a dozen other 
companies already operating in Ro- 
mulus, EDS poses a minimal health 
and safety risk to the community, 
and certainly would not pose any 
dangers that our community's cur- 
rent hazardous-materials response 
team couldn't handle. 

e (f the City of Romulus had not re- 
neged on its original agreementwith 
EDS, which included the company's 
voluntary offer of a $500,000-per- 
year royalty payment, there would 
be no need to impose an “impact 
fee" in the first place. 

But don't take my word for all of this. 
Do your own research. 

Start by asking for a copy of the 
Romulus City Council meeting held 
December 10, 1990, when then-Mayor 


Beverly McAnally acknowledged her 
interest in EDS's generous royalty offer 
and said of the well, "I think it could be 
a real benefit to the community.” 

Then call Steve Sliver of the MDEQ. 
Ask.him whether an accidental spill at 
the EDS site is at all likely to require an 
evacuation of the surrounding area. Ask 
him about the relative “dangers” that 
would be faced by haz-mat response 
crews that had to clean up afterward. 

Next, drop in to see Margaret Leduc, 
Emergency Management Coordinator 
for the City of Romulus. Ask to see 
some of her meticulous records about 
the chemicals manufactured or used by 
the 10 or 12 local companies that al- 
ready have emergency-response plans 
filed with her office. Ask her about how 
many miles might have to be evacuated 
if High-Po-Chlor (almost certainly the 
most dangerous by far) had an accident 
on site, and ask about the dangers that 
responding haz-mat teams would face 
in that situation. Read phrases like, 
"Chlorine . . . is toxic by inhalation [and] 
may be fatal if inhaled. . . .” Then allow 
her to explain the great lengths to which 
she and her co-workers have already 
gone to make sure that Romulus Is as 
prepared as it can possibly be to deal 
with this unlikely but potentially life- 
threatening emergency. 

No, I'm not trying to scare anyone. 
These rare but terrible risks go hana-in- 
hand with urban living. (Just ask the 
folks who were affected by the accident 
in Riverview this summer.) They are 
things you learn to be aware of and 
prepared for without brooding on them. 

What | am trying to do is point out 
how ludicrous it is to suggest that EDS, 
with its watered-down wastes, should 
pay hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
make up for any “financial burden” it 
might cause the City, when dozens of 
truly dangerous operations, which re- 
quire serious haz-mat preparation, pay 
nothing at all. 

Isn't it obvious that this is just one 
more political ploy? Think about how 
blatantly this bill's amendment singlea 
out EDS, which would have the only - 
multisource commercial hazardous- 
waste well in Michigan. It reminds me of 
topics typically discussed on Jerry 
Springer — like, “mothers who have se- 
duced the twin brother of their pregnant, 
underage daughter's boyfriend.” 

lf Lansing wants to pass a bill that 
requires users of hazardous chemicals 
to pay an impact fee, that's fine with me. 
But let's make a//of them pay, in propor- 
tion with the impact they tru/y create. 4

"| am pleased that the Court has 
affirmed Michigan's approach to siting 
new hazardous waste management fa- 
cilities, and | am proud of the DEQ staff 
who applied our regulatory standards 
objectively on this project," said DEQ 
Director Harding. 

Carol A. Bowie, Communications 
Director for EDS, stated, "We are ap- 
preciative that the Court's ruling refutes 
the baseless charges againstthe MDEQ 
concerning our Romulus deep-well 
project. 

“We applaud the MDEQ's painstak- 
ing efforts in conducting both intensive 
technical reviews and extensive public- 
participation hearings as prescribed by 
law. It is clear that MDEQ officials 
reached their decision to issue the per- 
mit based on facts, not emotions. 

“The permitting process took more 
than four years, during which time our 
project was scrutinized by both the 
MDEQ and the public. The MDEQ aca- 
dressed the legitimate concerns of the 
community by adding a number of re- 
strictions to the permit and by making 
our Community Agreement with local 
residents apartofthe permit. TheAgree- 
ment, which was negotiated through 
the American Arbitration Commission, 


further addresses local concerns and ~ 


provides a number of financial benefits 
for the community. 

"The public-participation process 
worked, not only for EDS but also for 
every individual and business in the 
community. EDS now looks forward to 
serving in Romulus as a goodcorporate 
citizen,” she concluded.

Of course, anti-well activists were 
far from satisfied with the ruling. 

"I'm not surprised," said one bitter 
resident who's been following the well 
issue since 1993, “butit's still infuriating 
to see 'rubber-stamp’ government con- 
tinuing to side with big business and 
disregarding the rights of the average 
citizen. 

“All of this so-called ‘public partici- 
pation process’ is nothing more than a 
sham," she continued. "They're not lis- 
tening to us; they're just going through 
the motions.” 

After learning of the Circuit Court 
decision, the inter-local group met on 
Thursday, August 30. According to 
Romulus Mayor William M. Oakley (who, 
along with City Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak, represents Romulus at the 
meetings), the group discussed its op- 
tions, then agreed to explore the possi- 
bility of petitioning the courts for permis- 
sion to appeal Hathaway's ruling. 

On Tuesday, September 4, the is- 
sue was put before the Romulus City 
Council, which voted 7—0 to pursue the 
appeal. 

Whether or not Taylor and Wayne 
County will come to a similar decision 
remains to be seen. 

lf an appeal of Hathaway's ruling is 
sought, it could take the Court months 
to consider the request and make its 
decision. \J ;

The Romulus community has 
been saddened by the death of one 
of its prominent citizens, Pearl M.
